OUR CURRENT difficulties are not simply the result of 
policies carried out over the past five years or even over the 
past fifty years. They are the result of a whole way of 
thinking that has guided this country for much longer. 

This does not mean to say that we are reactionaries 
hearkening back to some imaginary golden age — far from it. 
We believe that radical, even revolutionary, changes must be 
made in order to build a totally new and better society. 

This century has seen great technological and social 
advances. At the same time, however, we have been increasingly 
drawn under the control of economic and political monopoly. 
If we do not stand up and fight against this we will inevitably 
become the slaves of a totalitarian World State in which 
national identity will be destroyed and in which every aspect 
of life will be an affront to human dignity. 

In opposition to this the National Front believes that a 
world of nation-states inspired by a sense of social justice and 
mutual respect offers the most desirable, natural, practical and 
rational basis for freedom and stability throughout mankind. 

At the next General Election the National Front intends 
to field fifty candidates. The beliefs and aims listed below are 
those on which we will be fighting. 

In the past many people who agreed with us nevertheless 
declined to actually vote for us on the grounds that they would 
be wasting their vote. Let us hope that these people have now 
realised that they have been wasting their vote for as long as 
they have had one, and that although a vote for the NF may 
not have any immediate effect in this Election it will at least 
be helping to prepare the way for an NF victory in the future.

The New Colonialism: 
A case in point 



IF anyone has any doubts about the hollowness of ‘African 
nationalism’ then they ought to look at what is happening in 
the African state of Zaire (formerly known as the Belgian 


Congo). 

There has been a drive to 
‘Africanise’ names, in a campaign 
designed to establish national 
‘authority’. President Joseph Desire 
Mobutu has taken the name of 
Mobutu Sese Seko, which roughly 
translated means “the cock that 
leaves no hen intact” and decreed 
that all Zairians discard their Chris¬ 
tian names in favour of ‘authentic’ 
African ones. 

Leopoldville is called ‘Kin¬ 
shasa’, Elizabethville is ‘Lumum- 
bashi’ and the former Stanleyville 
is now ‘Kisangani’; other towns 
have also been renamed. 

Yet this ‘nationalism’ exists 
only in such harmless forms. Behind 
the facade, foreign capitalists have 
been invited in to plunder the 
country’s natural resources. Happy 
that Mobutu’s unchallenged dic¬ 
tatorial powers give Zaire peace and 
relative stability, foreign investors 
are putting in money on a rising 
scale. A new copper mine is being 
opened by a Japanese mining group 
in Katanga and an international con¬ 
sortium has discovered what may 
be the richest bed of copper in the 
world. 

In the capital, four car manu¬ 
facturers are planning to open up 
assembly plants. Goodyear has 
finished a $16.8 million tyre factory, 
an aluminium plant is in the planning 
stage and a steel mill is underway. 
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national companies presently en¬ 
gaged in robbing the Third World, 
are all based in the West. Not only 
does the Western taxpayer fork out 
an enforced tribute to International 
Capitalism by way of ‘foreign aid’ 
he pays in other ways too . . . 

The International Capitalist 
system is centred around the banks. 
Banks control the economies of 
Western countries, directly by 
holdings in industry, and indirectly 
by their control over currency, 
credit and trade. 

Just as the Third World is 
made ‘under-capitalised’ so is the 
West made ‘over-capitalised’ by in¬ 
flation and remitted interest on 
overseas investments. Over- 
capitalisation means ‘expansion’ and 
particularly, an expansion in job 
opportunities in relation to labour 
availability. This places labour in a 
strong bargaining position. 


The answer of International 
Capitalism to this problem is two¬ 
fold. Firstly, where capital is 
plentiful and labour scarce — fresh 
immigrant labour is imported. Wit¬ 
ness the flood of Afro-Asians and 
West Indians to Britain, and Spanish, 
Yugoslav, Turkish and Italian 
workers to West Germany. 

Secondly, where labour is 
plentiful and capital scarce — capital 
is invested, provided that the govern¬ 
ment of the recipient country is a 
‘stable’ one. This explains Western 
investment in the Third World, and 
in the Soviet Communist bloc where 
no free trade unions are allowed. 
Goods produced in these countries 
by cheap labour, are then flooded 
back into Western countries to com¬ 
pete with home-produced articles. 
As the home-produced products are 
high priced due to high labour 
costs, they cannot compete with 
the imported items. Home manu¬ 
facturers find it difficult to sell their 
goods, cut back on production and 
cause unemployment and a fall in 
the general level of real wages. 
Western workers are thereby ex¬ 
ploited by International Capitalism 
which uses foreign labour against 
them both at home and abroad.

In his latest book to be pub¬ 
lished in the West, The Gulag Archi¬ 
pelago, Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
confirms that millions of people 
have been murdered in Russia since 
the Revolution in 1917. His figures 
show that more people were put to 
death in only the first two years of 
Bolshevik rule than were executed 
under the Czars during the whole of 
the previous century. 

As the Soviet regime tightened 
its hold the number of deaths in¬ 
creased. During the purge of 1937 
over half a million ‘political, offen¬ 
ders’ were killed. Millions more have 
died in prison camps from brutal 
treatment, cold, disease and ex¬ 
haustion.

‘millions were 
murdered’ 

In his latest book to be pub¬ 
lished in the West, The Gulag Archi¬ 
pelago, Alexander Solzhenitsyn 
confirms that millions of people 
have been murdered in Russia since 
the Revolution in 1917. His figures 
show that more people were put to 
death in only the first two years of 
Bolshevik rule than were executed 
under the Czars during the whole of 
the previous century. 

As the Soviet regime tightened 
its hold the number of deaths in¬ 
creased. During the purge of 1937 
over half a million ‘political offen¬ 
ders’ were killed. Millions more have 
died in prison camps from brutal 
treatment, cold, disease and ex¬ 
haustion. 

(It is generally believed that a 
million people are still confined in 
Soviet prison camps. - Editor)

Anyone who has been brought 
up in the West Midlands conurbation 
and has seen the ‘Black Country’ 
take on a sinister new meaning, must 
be more than a little surprised to 
learn that there are supposed to be 
so few immigrants. One only has to 
drive down the main road from 
Birmingham Station to West Brom¬ 
wich, for example, to see an area 
that is predominantly coloured. 

One explanation for these 
ridiculously low figures is that there 
are so many illegal or illiterate 
immigrants that they either totally 
failed to fill in census forms at all 
or that they filled them in wrongly. 
Alternatively the Government are 
still cooking the books. Perhaps the 
most realistic explanation is a com¬ 
bination of the two. 

The London figures, which 
were made available in October, 
revealed some rather more realistic 
figures: Haringey 18%, Brent 17%, 
Hackney 15%, Islington and Lam¬ 
beth 13% and Ealing 12%. Even 
these totals are woefully under¬ 
estimated and give no idea of con¬ 
centration in more localised areas 
such as Southall where the number 
of immigrant births is greater than 
the number of white births.
